. My  Lord, — The  departure  of  the  Canadian  troops 
on  Saturday  last  has  been  the  commencement  of  the 
breaking  up  of  the  remarkable  Military  Assemblage 
which  has  constituted  one  of  the  most  striking  features 
of  the  recent  Jubilee  Celebrations  ; and  I cannot  allow 
the  occasion  to  pass  without  expressing  the  great  satis- 
faction of  H.  M.  G.  that  such  a unique  and  charac- 
teristic gathering  of  H.  M.  Colonial  Forces  should 
have  been  so  successfully  brought  about. 

2.  The  Colonial  troops  have  attracted  the  marked 
attention  not  only  of  the  British  public,  but  of  mili- 
tary experts  of  all  nations  ; and  by  their  soldier-like 
bearing  and  appearance,  and  their  discipline  and 
general  behaviour  both  on  parade  and  in  quarters,  they 
have  won  the  highest  opinions  on  all  sides. 

3.  H.  M.  Colonial  Forees  during  their  stay  in 
England  have  been  treated  in  all  respects  as  regular 
soldiers  ; they  have  readily  and  cheerfully  conformed 
to  every  requirement  of  regimental  and  barrack  dis- 
cipline, and  by  an  intimate  association  with  their 
comrades  of  H.  M.  regular  forces,  have  become 
acquainted  with  every  detail  of  a soldier’s  life. 


4.  It  has  been  a particular  satisfaction  to  II.  M.  G., 
that  in  the  case  of  Canada  every  Province  of  the 
Dominion  has  been  represented  on  this  occason  ; and 
they  feel  that  the  organization  by  which  this  has  been 
effected  reflects  much  credit  upon  all  concerned. 

5.  II.  M.  G.  feel  that  they  are  justified  in  hoping 
that  the  effects  of  this  exceptional  military  gathering 
will  lie  permanent,  anil  that  the  Imperial  and  National 
interests  which  have  been  by  this  means  so  forcibly 
illustrated  and  brought  home  to  the  minds  of  all 
classes  of  11.  M.  subjects  will  now  be  realized  in  a 
manner  that  has  been  scarcely  possible  before.  They 
can  hardly  doubt  that  the  events  of  the  last  few  weeks 
will  have  done  much  to  knit  closer  the  bonds  of  union 
between  the  Colonies  and  the  Mother  Country,  and 
to  this  end  the  presence  of  the  Colonial  troops  will 
have  largely  contributed. 

6.  I will  only  add  in  conclusion  the  expression  of 
my  hope  that  the  troops  will  carry  with  them  to  their 
homes  pleasant  memories  of  their  visit,  and  that  their 
stay  in  this  country  will  have  proved  not  only  agree- 
able but  instructive,  and  I feel  confident  that  in  years 
to  come  it  will  be  a source  of  pride  and  satisfaction  to 
those  who  are  now  leaving  our  shores  to  think  that 
they  have  taken  part  in  this  great  and  important 
national  demonstration. 

7.  I shall  be  glad  if  you  will  publish  this  despatch.

A LB  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
l\  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “ British  North  America  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Bine; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Bock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work;  thp  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
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any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  tiling  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  make  or  light  any  fire 
in  any  of  the  streets,  squares,  parks  or  public  places 
of  the  city,  or  shall  fire  off,  discharge  any  gun,  fowling 
piece  or  firearms,  or  shall  set  fire  to  any  fireworks 
within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  no  person  or  persons 
shall  light,  set  off  or  throw  any  cracker,  squib,  serpent 
or  other  noisy,  offensive  or  dangerous  substance  or  fire- 
works in  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  unless 
authorised  by  the  Mayor  and  Council. 

2.  Any  person  or  persons  guilty  of  an  infraction  of 
this  by-law  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the  Mayor, 
Police  Magistrate,  or  any  other  Justice  of  the  Peace 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  city,  forfeit  and  pay 
such  sum,  not  exceeding  $100,  together  with  the  costs 
of  the  prosecution,  as  to  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate, 
or  other  convicting  Justice,  shall  seem  right,  and  in 
default  of  payment  of  such  lino  and  costs  as  aforesaid 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Police 
Magistrate,  or  Justice  convicting  as  aforesaid,  to  issue 
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a warrant  under  his  hand  and  seal  to  levy  the  said 
penalty  and  costs,  or  costs  only,  by  distress  and  sale  of 
the  offender’s  goods  and  chattels,  and  in  case  of  there 
not  being  sufficient  goods  and  chattels  to  satisfy  the 
said  penalty  the  said  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  or 
other  convicting  Justice,  may,  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
issue  a warrant  committing  such  person  or  persons  to 
the  common  gaol  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two 
months  with  or  without  labour,  unless  the  said  fines 
and  costs  are  sooner  paid.

NANAIMO  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


A BY-LAW  RELATING  TO  FIRE  INSURANCE 
COMPANIES. 


\TTHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  impose  a 
VV  tax  upon  Fire  Insurance  Companies  carrying 
on  business  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo  : — 

1.  There  shall  be  levied  and  collected  upon  and  from 
each  and  every  Fire  Insurance  Company  carrying  on 
business  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Nanaimo,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  such  sum  to  be  due  and 
payable  on  the  15th  day  of  August,  during  the  present 
year,  and  after  the  present  year,  the  said  amount  of 
one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  due  and  payable,  and  shall 
continue  thenceforth  to  be  made  on  the  15th  day  of 
January  of  each  year. 

2.  Every  such  payment  shall  be  made  when  due  as 
aforesaid,  by  every  such  Fire  Insurance  Company,  to 
the  collector  for  the  time  being  of  the  Municipality  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  said  City  of  Nanaimo,  at  his 
office,  at  the  Council  Chambers,  in  the  said  City  of 
Nanaimo.

2.  That  the  building  on  the  corner  of  Hornby  and 
Nelson  Streets  in  Block  80,  District  Lot  541,  in  this 
City,  be  the  polling  place  at  which  the  votes  of  the 
electors  shall  be  taken,  and  H.  G.  Holman  shall  be  and 
he  is  hereby  appointed  Deputy  Returning  Officer  to 
take  the  votes  at  such  place.
